And numbered among 
those who have found more to interest 
them in the world of business than in 
the small events of society are women 
of every age, from that of the debutante 
to that of the dowager.

Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, 


Mrs. Vincent Astor and Mrs. George J. 
Gould—have all signified their approval 
of the fashion. 


".Every one—man or woman—is put 


into the world to do something useful, 
and if that something is to be found in 
a business or in a profession, then into 
tho business or the professional world 
he or sho should go," said Mrs. Astor. 
"Sex is no barrier to labor. And, after 
all, our greatest society is made up or 
those who do the most worth-while 
things in the world." 


Many such women have refused to 


forego the pleasures they found in war 
work and have continued to labor since. 
Others frankly admit that lessening for- 
tunes necessitate greater earnings. Then, 
too, there is the example set by British 
titled women, women who have, in in- 
creasing numbers, been going into busi- 
ness. 


On a side street just off Fifth Avenue, 


in New York, is a little perfume shop. 
Enter it, and a pretty, slender woman 
with golden brown eyes and light brown 
hair will come forward smilingly in a 
businesslike way to ask your needs. 


She is Mrs. Charles de L. Oelriehs. 


one of the most popular hostesses of the 
famous social Four Hundred of New 
York, and she has gone into trade. Her 
business card reveals that she is m 
charge of the retail department of tho 
perfume shop. It is a luxurious place, 
with soft gray paneled walls, beautiful 
oil paintings, a heavy brown velvet car- 
pet and dull mahogany antique furni- 
ture. But it is a place of business —for 
the sale of perfumes and handkerchiefs - 
and it's a money-making venture. 


Promptly at 9 o'clock each morning 


Mrs. Oelrichs is behind the counter of 


her shop, and it's 5:'30 o'clock when her 
liveried chauffeur calls to take her home 
in the evening. Her business dress is 
simple, loose fitting and Of black satin. 


"I love it," she said of her work. "Al- 


ready all of my friends want to follow 
my example. Now that I've tried busi- 
ness, I don't believe I'll ever want to 
give it up. 


•'Have I a head for figures? Well, ap- 


parently. I never would have dreamed 
it, but I have been keeping accounts and 
getting on well with them. 


"I have no particular psychology of 


selling, as they call it, except to be as 
attentive and as agreeable as possible 
io customers. 
So far this method has 


seemed to work. I'm sure my experi- 
ence making friends in society has 
helped me here. I think it's very nice 
that society women are showing they 
have brains, don't you? 
In England 


there are all sorts of hat and frock 


• shops run by society women. 


"Of course, many of my friends in 


this country have gone into interior deco- 
rating and kindred lines, but I like my 
venture best, and it's rather nice to be a 
sou. of pioneer." 


One of'Mrs. Oelrich's friends who has 


gone into interior decorating is Miss 
Klsie dc Wolfe, who, besides holding an 
undisputed social position, by general 
'""•timony stands pretty near the head 
of her craft. She began her career by 
scoring a big hit with her creation of the 
interior of the house of a leading New 
"i ork women's organization, the Colony 
Club. And she matched it by going to 
the other edge of the United States and 
doing the exclusive men's organization 
of San Francisco, the Pacific Union, over- 
lookinj; the Golden Gate. Besides, she 
has done interiors for the homes of 
scores of wealthy Americans. Her year- 
ly income is quite as large, if not larger, 
than most bank presidents'.
